HOW THE NEW YORK PUBLISHER 


DIED OF CANCER, 


Mrs. Leslie':! I'nthotlc Story of Hor Trm'- 


bnmVd Slcknuss—Tlio Task of Tolling 


u Strong I>Tnu flint Uo

Tho Now York papers havo hoon rornar/:- 


ing that tho lato Frank Loslio, tbo well- 
cnown publisher, died of cancor of tho 
mouth and throat. This is not strictly ti-uo. 
iVith Mr. Loslio thoro was no break ol tho 
kin or discharge oE any sort It was a 
caucorous growth upon tho throat. Tho 
cmly thing apparent to tho oye in his oasu 
tva= a slight swelling upon tho gland of tho 
:iock, bonauth tho jaw, near tho jugular 
rein. There was no visible breaking down 
of tissue. 


Mrs. Leslie r ersolf told mo tho other day- 


how hor husband died. Kb detailed account 
of it hud over boon written, she said, and it 
would bo of interest now because of Gen. 
Grant's casa. 1 give the stoiy, as fur as 
may us, in hor own clear-cut, wuli-chosen 
words. The musical voice, the glance of 
the eloquent oyu, I can not reproduce. 


Mr. L'jflio was a man of perfect physiqno. 


He Imd iiovor sutured froci mi ailment in 
hi-j life. Fh'o wooks before his death ho 
was as sound nnd strong, to all appearances, 
as any man in Amorica. 


Ono morning, livo weeks boforo his death, 


Mr. Leiiliu said to his wifo: 
"My collar feels 


tixlit. Put your ilnger on my throu:,, uii.l 
seo if there is not some kind of a swelling 
Owe!" 


Sho did so, but could find nothing. 
A fesv 


mornings later lio askod hor ugain tu see if 
his throat was not swelled. 
"My collar 


sooms to choke me," he sakl. Thid timo sha 
detected upon tho nock a small swelling, 
like a gland hardened ami oul:ll'god by cold. 
Thoro was no pain, but ho thought lie Lad a 
cold, which had swelled hLs throat. Sirs. 
J.£.;lio mado a loop in his collars, ivhich lot 
tiiom out and gavo more room. 
He went to 


his o'.lice ovory day, just as he had dune for 
years. 


Throe weeks before his doath Mrs. Loslio 


herself dirl not feel well, one morning was a 
littlo dysjjcplic, and proposed to consult a 
physician. 


"Suppose you stop around with me, nnd 


usk about your throat/'.sjho saiil. 


Ho agreed to do so. After proscribing for 


tho lady, tho doctor looked nt Mr. Leslie's 
nock. 


"Take ofT your coat," ho said, "and your 


VQsL." 


The nhysiciaii's face was entirely impas- 


sive, 


''You might try electricity,'' 
ho said, 


"Tako it throe times on alternate days, and 
then couio back." The doctor know then 
thut his patient was a doomed man, but ho 
said not a word. Tho Leslies thought ho 
treated tho matter lightly. 


The days wont on till within two weeks of 


the clay ho died. Ho and his wife \voro still 
ignorant of tho doom that hung ovor him. 
lio began to havo great diillculty in swal- 
lowing, Then ho said, impatiently: 


''My soro throat is no bettor, 
Tho doctor 


is tampering with mo. I'm r.ofc satisfied. 
I 


want a consultation—six or eight doctor.--." 


Dr. J. Marion Sims was his personal friend 


of years 
Ho asked him about tho consulta- 


tion, anil requested him to bo prosont. Dr. 
Sims suhl: 


''By all means, old boy, have it if you 


like; as many doctors as you waut." 


The consultation was hold. Oncomoro ha 


renrjvod his coat and vest for tho doctors. 
They sounded him, questioned him, and 
prodded his neek and chest. Thon they 
wont asido and counseled with one another. 
At the end of it all they said not a word. 


''They simply looked quiet," said Mrs. Les- 


lie. It was in Decoinbor. A fow days later, 
ono slooty, snowy morning, Dr. Thompson, 
tho Drst physician who had soon tho patient 
sent for Mrs. Loslio, A 
thought 
shot 


through her hraia liko u ilash." 


"It wng tho vory first timo I had an idea 


that my husband might bo soriouily ill. I 
went to tho physician and said: ''Doctor, 
what did you send for me for? Was it 
about Mr. Leslie!" 


"Yes," said he, "it was. I must tell you 


tliut this trouble of his is of a cancerous nat- 
ure. " 


Mi's. Loslio hold fast to the chair in which 


sho sat 


'Do you mean that he will diei" sha said. 
'Yes," ho answered, "his caso is hopeless. 


I have known it from tho first" 


She visited Dr. Sims, and told him tho 


verdict. 


''My poor child, I know it," said Dr. Sims. 


"I have known it all along. It is not tho 
disease itoolf, but tho location of it which 
makes tho danger so imminent. The cancer- 
ous growth cannot bo cut out without risk 
of severing tho windpipe or jugular vein. 
"Wo cannot perform an operation." 


Tho physicians told her.that nothing could 


bo dor.o for him but to give him opiates, 
just as they are giving them to Gen. Grant 
now. Time went on till within ton days of 
death. Still ho was ignorant of his fato. 
Up to that timo ho had gono to bis office 
regularly. 


"I know ho was going to dio," said Mrs,

bad bargain simply, which, as between 
contracting parties it must stand to, or 
has it a broken contract entitling it to in- 
sist upon something better. In this connec- 
tion ho inquires what is tho effect 01! the cir- 
cumstanco that tho construction of the Dol- 
phin has been supervised by tho govornuvmt 
officials, who from timo to timo during the 
construction, havo approved tho materials 
used as well as tho workmanship. If this 
government supervision and inspection is a 
bar, so that tho doparlment can not go back 
and examine work passed and approved by 
its inspectors ind by tho naval advisory 
board, that, tho secretary adds, onds tbo 
consideration of the matter.
